WAS APPROACHED BY FINANCIAL 
INTERESTS TO KEEP QUIET 


Charges that W. R. Clarke and 
Associates Divided $300,000 Be- 
tween Them as Result of 
Sale of Bonds. 


Concludes Eloquent Address by Giving 
Expression, Under the Protection 
of the Floor of the House, to a 
Rumor That Hon. C. W. Cross 
Had Sought to Secure $12.000 From 
the Automatic Telephone Co. for 
Election Campaign Purposes, His 
Emissary Being One, Hopkins— 
Hon. Duncan Marshall Commences 
Reply, But Adjourns Debate Until 
This Afternoon, 


Yesterday’s sittings of the legisla- 
ture were the most sensational in the 
history of the young province of Al- 


berta, Never in the four and a half 
years of its parliamentary life has 
such interest attended a debate on 


the political questions of the day. Nev- 
er before hdd the members of the leg- 
islature and those who crowded into 
every available nook of the building 
witnessed such a display of forensic 
eloquence ss was given in the after- 
noon and evening sessions. 

The long-looked-for speech o? R. B. 
Bennett on the Alberta and Great Wat- 
erways agreement, marked a new era 
in the local legislature, for in splen- 
dor of diction as in the physical en- 
durance of the orator it established a 
high water mark for parliamentary be- 
bate in Alberta, 

The junior member for Calgary rose 
to speak shortly beiore five in the aft- 
ernoon and he did not conclude til! 
midnight. Exclusive of the two hours 
adjournment he addressed the House 
for more than five hours in a flood of 
eloquence that was ‘iully sustained 
from start to finish. His arraignment 
of the government in connection with 
the Alberta and Great Waterways con- 
tract was the strongest that has yet 
been presented and he held his hear- 
ers sp°l!bound from. start to finish. 

Mr. Bennett was essentially at home 
in the question under discussion, An 
able railway corporation lawyer and 
an expert on the history and experi- 
ences of railways he reviewed the legal 
aspects of the agreement with a master 
hand. Every legal wile he exploited 
to give force to his arguments and 
overshadowing all was the sustained 
eloquence of the speaker, Throughout 
his speech, however, the impression 
was ever present that had the orator 
taken the opposite view of the agree- 
ment his arguments might have been 
equally as convincing to his shearers. 

At midnight he drew to a close and 
his climax was reached when he pre- 
sented to the House a rumor which 
he had heard in conection with the 
attorney general. He stated that he 
had been told that one Hopkins, who 
sat before him while he was speaking, 
had been commissioned by the at- 
torney general to act as his emissary 
in securing a,$12,000 donation from the 
Automatic Telephone company towards 
his election fund in return for a con- 
tract to place automatic telephones in 
Calgary, Appealing to the ex-minister 
of public works to verify the state- 
ment he was told by the latter that it 
was substantially true. ‘ 

Hon, Mr. Cross at once rose in his 
place and characterized the statement 
as a lie, absolutely false from stuart tu 
finish and without a shadow of foun- 
dation. Mr, Bennett said he acceptdd 
the denial but it was then up to the 
attorney general to investigate the re- 
port and prosecute Hopkins, who had 
made it. 

The first speaker of the afternoon 
was Hon. Mr. Cushing, who again re- 
viewed the circumstances ‘leading up 
to his resignation and contended that 
he was more than ever convinced that 
the agreement was a bad one. 

Premier Rutherford followed, taking 
up 4 number of points brought out by 

revious speakers and answering them, 

pon the incidents of the cabinet 
mocting of October 7th, he made dia- 
metrically opposite statements te those 
of Mr. Cushing and stated that he was 
absolutely sure of his contentions as 
the details were quite fresh in his 
memory. 

Fotiowing Mr. Bennett, who had the 
floor from five o'clock till twelve. came 
Hon, Mr. Marshall, who after a few 
remarks adjourned the debate. He 
will continue his address this after. 
noon. 

Hon. W. H. Cushing. 

Hon. W. H. Cushing ia opening, 
said if he were consulting his feelings 
he would rather have remnined in his 
reat then take part in the discussioa 
mw in progress in the Legislature. 
last week he had stated his reason 
for severing his connection with the 
overnment of the province. He need 
ee say that it was not an easy 
thing to do and it had been done only 
after careful consideration, whefl he 
reached the conclusion that there was 
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no other course for him to take. After 
listening to the recent discussion any 
feeling that he might have acted with 
undue haste had been dispelled. He 
then had no idea of the feeling of the 
legislature on the question. He had 
no means of knowing what effect his 
resignation would have on the mem- 
bers. But after hearing the speeches 
of the members one after another he 
was convinced that he had taken the 
only course open to him. Though a 
member of the cabinet, he had not 
been informed of many items in con- 
nection with this deal that had since 
been given to the House. There was 
no apparent desire of members of the 
government to inform him of what 
was being done in conection with the 
Only on three occasions as 
far as he remembered were there any 
discussions on the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway, at meetings cf 
the cabinet at which he was present. 
One meeting was at Calgary during 
the exhibition, and the others in Ed- 
monton during September and 
October, 

The Much Talked of Meeting. 

The premier had said he was not 
present at the meeting in Edmonton 
on October 7th. It was true, a few 
days ago, on the morning that he 
sent in his resignation the premier 
had asked him for a private inter- 
view. Shortly after he met the pre 
mier in his office, two other members 
of the cabinet walked in and there 
was a heated discussion. The reason 
he had said he was not present at 
the meeting on October 7th was be- 
cause he had never before seen the 
agreement then presented, which it 
was said had been adopted on that 
date. At any meeting which he at- 
tended there had never been any dis- 
cussion, to the effect that the Alberta 
and Great Waterways railway should 
be of the standard of the Crow’s Nest 
Pass railway. 

He admitted having made the state- 
ment to the premier that as long as 
the railway policy was in his hands 
that he was satisfied. It was in the 
premier’s own home the day before 
he went to Calgary to conduct his 
election that he had said that. The 
preqier then gave the assurance that 
he would safeguard the interests of 
the country. He accepted that state- 
ment. The whole question was then 
in the hendg of the government and 
there was no need for guarantee of the 
bonds. There were no plans or pro- 
files before the government. When 
the egreement had been completed 
the premier might have shown him 
copies but he did not do so, He had 
confidence in the premier. But what 
had since transpired hed caused him 
to lose a large degree of that confid- 
ence. He did not think there were 
a dozen men in the House who would 
say that the agreement was a good 
one. It might be that the amend- 
ment to the amendinent would be 
passed in order that the government 
might get an easy place to lay, and 
to let out the members who supported 
it. The remedy, he did not see, was 
any improvement. 

It was well known as the member 
for High River (Mr. Roberts) pointed 
out the previous night that if the 
company were reliable there was little 
difticulty in fineneing a scheme such 
as this. This was doubly true when 
the money for the guaranteed bonds 
was now in the banks to the credit 
of the province. 

It was now proposed by the presi- 
dent's letter that $1,000,000 ‘se held 
back on the first fifty miles. After this 
fifty miles of road was finished, the 
company would have little difficulty 
in paying the 1 1-2 per cent difference 
in intgrest out of the $20,000 a mile 
that they received on the remainder, 

The premier and other members had 
never touched the objection that the 
province had no security. He had 
been informed on just as good auth- 
ority as the attorney-general had that 
the men behind the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway had no financial 
stending. 

He had recently learned a great deal 
abowt the railway that he had not 
known before. He had learned from 
the attorney-general that there was a 
second set of specifications which he 
presumed was for the sub-contractors. 
A great dea! of information of what 
the company intended doing had been 
given out during the past few days, 
It was necessary that the company 
should give those explanations and 
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assurances, but why had they not 
been incorporated in the contract, 
The Engineers’ Conference. 

The attérney-general had referred to 
the conferences between the railway 
engineers on their return from Fort 
MeMurray and the engineers of the 
public works department. They had 
one conference but the railway engin- 
eers never cume ‘back. (Laughter. 
And he would say that if John Stocks 
had charge-of these negotiations there 
would not be this discussion in the 
House at the present time. , He had 
been told that the railway engineers 
were instructed not to go near the 
public works department again, and 
soon after that he saw in the press 
that Premier Rutherford would as- 
sume charge of the railway depart- 
ment. e 

There were many rumors on the 
street that he would not repeat in the 
House. He had been told that the 
honorable member for Peace River 
(Mr. Cornwall) was connected with 
the Alberta and Great aWterways rail- 
way. The member had a charter from 
the Dominion government for some 
years, and endeavored to float a com- 
pany but he was not successful, The 
charter of the member was the first 
one considered by the government 
when they were discussing a railway 
in the direction of the Alberta and 
Great Waterways railway. 

Mr. Cushing refused to be read out 
of the Libera} party by the attorney- 
general. He was a strong liberal al- 
ways, ut he was of the class of men 
who would never support any party 
when he did not think it was acting 
in the public interest. It had been 
said of Sir John. A. MacDonald that 
he once had been told by a follower 
that he would support him when he 
was right, but Sir John, he replied, 
that he wanted men who would 
support him whether he was right or 
wrong. This he thought was the kind 
of supporters that the Rutherford gov- 
ernment wanted. 

“IT was in this provinee,”’ he con- 
tinued, “when the atorney-general 
was in knickerbockers, and he comes 
to this House to read me out of the 
party, if you please. He has yet a 
great eal to learn. The premier has 
been more charitable than the attor- 
ney general, and he had said that he 
did not include me in the nest «f 
traitors. I am glad of that, for TI 
would not like to be called a traitor. 
(t would make me feel like fighting 
if I were a younger sian. 

“If years count for anything. if 
business judgment count for anything 
then I think my judgment is as good 
as the attorney-general, or even the 
honorable premier himself. And I 
want to say further that I believe and 
I honestly believe that he has been ill- 
advised. And I think he thinks so 
too. (Laughter.) I want to say to 
this House that this matter will never 
be finished until it is done right. It 
wont be finished with me and I don’t 
think it will be finished with the 
electors of this province. And I ray 
that the government that gives clean, 
honest administration will always re- 
ceive the support of the people.” 

A Bit of Cross Fire. 

The member for Ledue (Mr. Tel- 
ford) has said that any member elect- 
ed to support the government, that 
does not agree with the government 
in this, was under obligation to 
resign and contest his election over 
again. 

(Mr. Telford: ‘IT said he had a moral 
obligation, not a legal obligation, to 
resign, 

Mr. Cushing: “Will he resign and 
go back to his constituency?” 

Mr. Telford: “I am willing to put 
up $500 that I* will resign, go back 
to my constitueney and lick qim toa 
finish.” Laughter.) 

Mr. Cushing: “Will the supporters 
of the amendment dare to resign and 
go to their constituents? Will all the 
members of this House resign and go 
to the people. I would resign rather 
than accept any amendment to this 
sontract and I don’t think, despite 
the letter of Mr. Clarke, that we wiil 
ever get any amendment to this con- 
tract.” 

The attorney-general had endeavor- 
ed to answer some of the objections, 
und he had been informed that the 
answers were satisfactory to some of 
the’ members, but the province had no 
security that this contract would ever 
be carried out. That was the crux 
of the whole situation. 

He regretted greatly that he was 
compelled to sever his connection with 
the government, for he had hoped to 
assist to some extent further in build- 
ing up this province But what 
pained him most that he was compel- 
ed to differ so widely with the hon- 
orabie premier, whose opinions and 
whose judgment he had always in 
the past respected. 

The Premier Replied. 

Premier Rutherford in his opening 
remarks said he was glad to learn that 
the honorayle senior member for Cal- 
gary (Hon, Mr. Cushing) was still a 
supporter of his government. He too 
had heerd, as the hon, ex-minister had 
said, many rumors on the street, but 
he did not credit rumors, he desired to 
get the facts. He had heard the 
report that for the past two months 
a detective was on his rack, (laugh. 
ter.). Of course he did not believe 
this. , 

The member for Sturgeon had said 
it. was unusual for a minister to intro. 
duce legislation for the incorporation

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TARIFF. CONFERENCE 
TO AVERT FISCAL WAR 


Canadian Government Does Not Be 
lieve That Undue Discrimination 
inst the United States Can be 
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Charged Against Fiscal Poli 
Grievan if Existent to be Re- 
moved on Reciprocal Scheme. 


Ottawa, Mar, 2—Although no official 
advices have been received here con- 
firming press despatches from Wadh- 
megton announcing that Messrs. Em- 
ery and Pepper, members of the United 
States tarfif board are coming to Ot- 
tawa this week to talk over with the 
government here the present tariff 
problem in respect t6 Canada, on Mar. 
3ist. Canadian ministers accept the 
announcement ag correct. During the 
past two weeks there have been many 
delays in getting official exchanges of 
opinion between Washington and Ot- 
tawa owing to the present anomalous 
situation whereby Canada has no di- 
rect representative in the British em- 
bassy at Washington, and all commun- 
ications have to go through the round 
about way of official red-tapeism; the 
fact that the Canadian government 
news of the situation at Washington 
comes first through press despatches, 
as in the present instance, is an il- 
luminative commentary. 

The coming of members of the tariff 
board to Ottawa will probably result 
in a general clarifying of the present 
rather delicate situation without re- 
gard to a possible disastrous and far- 
reaching dislocation of mutual trade 
interests Of two-countries consequent 
upon a tariff war. The Canadian gov 
ernment does not lieve that there is 
anything in Cahada's present fiscal 
policy which constitutes any ‘undue 
discrimination” against the United 
States, but, at the same time if Am- 
erican representatives oan make out 
a case showing that there is any rea- 
sonable ground to the assertion that 
such “undue diserimination” exists, 
the government here is ready to con- 
sider any practicable way out of the 
difficulty, 

jsut so far, aithough the lumber and 
other interests which would suffer 
severely from any raising of the Am- 
erican tariff against Canada are very 
anxious that any cause for such ae- 
tion should be avoided if t all possible. 
no one has as yet ventured to assert 
that Canada should either forego the 
advantages of the new treaty with 
France or grant similar concessions 
to the Uniteu States 

Under the American tariff Jaw Can- 
ada can get no special tariff conces- 
sion as compared with other coun- 
tiies. And except on the basis of re- 
ciprocal lowering of tariffs the Can- 
adian government will not consider 
any tariff bargain with the States 

‘the situation may be thus summed 
up in brief: The government is dis- 
posed to wait quietly while American 
tariff.experts look over the situation 
from an Ottawa perspective. The gov- 
ernment believes they will ‘be able to 
report to President Taft when thay 
go back to Washington that there is 
no unde, discrimination. Canada be- 
-icVes Want common sense, backed by 
a desire of both governments to avoid 
any tarifi war will finally insure such 
a finding. And financially the Can- 
adian government proposes to have 
Canadas own tariff policy, and if her 
big neighbor to the south under exig: 
emoy of the new tariff law cannot find 
a way out of a self-created difficulty, 
then in the event of the unloaked ror 
and undesired tariff reprisals on both 
sides, the government believes tivis 
country will suffer least. 

It is not the intention of the gov- 
ernment to renew the iron and steel 
bounties which finelly expire at the 
end of the coming fiscal year. Boun. 
ties have now been in force for four- 
teen years and the government be- 
lieves that iron and steel industries 
are now established on a sufficiently 
firm basis to do without the crutch 
oi an abnual subsidy from the federal 
treasury 

Dividends paid and the increasing 
output of large industries that have 
been built up since 1896 are an evid- 
ence of this, The total amount paid 
in bounties last year was: On pig iron, 
$603,423, on stee!, $898,100; and on 
manufactures of steeh, $333,001. Since 
1896 the total bounties on iron and 
steol have amounted to over fourteen 
million dollars

EIGHTY KILLED IN: 
AWFUL DISASTER 


Details of Avalanche Disaster at 
Wellington Disclose Increasing 
Death List. 


= 


Seattel, Mar. 2.—Horrow is added to 
horror as the details of the Welling- 
ton avalanche disaster unfold with the 
disclosure of an increasing death list. 

The dead doubtless will numoer in 
excess of eighty, between twenty-tive 
an dthirty bodies were recovered up to 
a late hour this afternoon, fourteen 
of which have been identified. 

Following the checking and sum- 
mary of its latest telegraph reports 
from Scenic Hot Springs, with whieh 
point it has been continuously in 
communication all day, the G, N. 
Seattle management tonight gave out 
the number of identified dead as four- 
teen, the number of injured nineteén, 
‘and the number of missing as 70. The 
last message received by the G. N. 
from an official at Scenic Hot Springs 
in giving the number of casualties 
dead, injured and missing, significant. 
ly and sadly concluded with the 
words: “The missing may be regarded 
as dead,” 

In view of this significant statament 
coming from an official of the railway 
at the ecene of the wreck but little or 
no hope is held out as regards the 
missing by G. N. officials. 

None of the injured, it is believed, 
will die, though some of the employees 
were seriously hurt. The known: sur- 
viving passengers escaped with but 
slight injuries.

RESURRECTION OF 
ELI SAND SCANDAL 


Manitoba Government Confronted With 
Ghost of Buried Railroad Guerantes 
Investigetion—Liberals Demand Full 
Inquiry by Commission eof Two 
Judges from Superior Courts. 


Winnipeg, March 2—The Liberala in 
the legislature have revived the Eli 
sand seandal. In the legislature today 
T. Crawford Norris gave notice that on 
Thursday he would move the following 
resolution ; 

That, whereas the Canadian Northern 
Railway Company built a spur line from 
its Oak Point branch to the Gunn sand 
pit near Stonewall, and the government 
of Manitoba guaranteed the bonds of 
such line for $10,000 a mile by an act of 
the legislature passed in 1906; and, 
whereas the Premier, R. P. Roblin was 
partner in the Gunn sand pit enterprise, 
and;

Whereas the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way Company, or some company upon its 
behalf built a line of railway to a gravel 
and sand pit at Bird’s Hill, and the goyv- 
ernment of Manitoba guaranteed the 
bonds of such line for $10,000 a mile by 
an act paesed in 1905, and; 

Whereas the members of the partner- 
ship formerly carried on by the Guan 
San] Pit enterprise, including the Pre- 
mier, the Hon R. P. Roblin, continued 
their operations; carrying on the busi- 
ness as a partnership under the neme 
of the Eli Sand Company, and such part- 
nership has shipped large quantities .f 
sand and gravel from Birdshill Sand Pit 
over such line the bonds uf which were 
guaranteed by the government of Mani- 
toba, and;

FLOODS IN NEW YORK. 
Rivers and Streams Overflow Banks— 
Damage is Great. 


New York, N. Y., Mar. 2.—The 
flood situation in the Mohawk, Upper 
Hudson and the Genesee Valley 1s 
more alarming than ever tonight. In 
other parts of the state heavy ra‘ns 
and melting snows have caused seri- 
ous overflows of the rivers and streams 
which have resulted in considerable 
property damage. Thus far no lives 
have been lost, though many persons 
have had narrow escapes. 

At Herkimer all records for high 
water in the Mohawk Valley have 
been. broken. Hundreds of houses here 
and in nearby villages have, been 
abandoned. The waters in many in- 
stances have risen to the second story. 
A score of houses have collapsed. in 
the Mast twelve hours. At. Albany, 


the Hudson has risen eighteen feet. ' 


A rise of another foot will inundate 
the boilers of the Federal building 
and mgny manufacuring estadlish- 
ments. 

From Rochester to portage in the 
valley of the Genesee hundreds of 
cattle have been drowned. The manus 
facturing district of Syracuse “is 
flooded and many persons are. held 
prisoners in their homes. A large sec- 
tion of Buartel’s brewery was under- 
mined and collapsed, causing’ a loss 
of $50,000, A score of manufacturing 
plants have been forged to shut down,

IN NEW YORK STATE 


Inhabitants of Herkimer Flee in Ter- 
ror of rising Waterse—Some Stay to 
Face Starvation—Wyoming Valley 
Inundated by Susquehanna—Hud- 
son Threatens to Overflow. 


Herkimer, N. Y¥,, Mar. 2.—Follow- 
ing a night of the most intense suf- 
fering, the flood stricken residents of 
Herkimer, in feat and. distress and 
with actual starvation staring them 
in the face are deserting the village 
by thousands, Of 2,000 residents of 
the section of the’ stricken, village 
known as Bréoklyne, there are only 
sever families temaining, the others 
heve abandoned their homes, and 
sought places of safety insmearby vil- 
lages. 

There is absolutely no water in the 
village for drinking purposes and the 
suffering is inereasing hourly, while 
an epidemic of @isease hag already be- 
gun to manifest itself.» Thirty cases 
of pneumonia have developed in the 
flooded community. 

Morooned on the upper floors of 
their homes, the poor residents of the 
village are facing actual famine. Foor 
is scarce, and ag thete is no communi- 
cation except/by wire there is no way 
of getting supplies distributed, 

Under orders = from Governor 
Hughes, the state armory at Mohawk, 
three miles fro mhere, was thrown 
open to refugees and state rations are 
being issued*to ‘all who have been 
accommodated iir the building. Re- 
lief funds have also been started in 
many communities. 

If the gorge in weet Canada Creek 
ean be ‘blown to pieces, and the ice 
scattered enough to admit the return 
of the water to the bed of the creek, 
the village will soon have dry streets 
again, but if this cannot be done, in 
the next twenty-four hours the village 


will be entirely submerged and its 
business houses absolutely ruined. 
The demage thus far entailed will 


exceed one million dollars. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Mar. 
1,200 families have been  foreed to 
leave their homes in the Wyoming 
Valley by the rapidly rising waters 
of the Susquehanna. The water is 
stil) rising. 

‘Albany, N. Y., ‘Mar. 2.—Although 
one of the ice gorges in the Hudson 
river at Van Wies moved out during 
Tuesday night, still another formed 
just before noon today at ‘the north 
Coeymans and from the reports re- 
ceived from that place, it is likely that 
unless the gorge is dislodyged, there 
will be record breaking high water 
here.

LET CATHOLICS PAY

Montreal Presbytery Opposes Civic 
Grant to Forthcoming Eucharis- 
tic Conference Expressing Dis- 
approval in Formal Resolution. 


Montreal, Mar. 2.—The Montreal 
Presbytery is opposed to any e'vic 
grant towards the forth coming Eu- 
charistic conference as expressed by 
a resolution adopted at its session 
tonight. The resolution was worded 
as tollows: 

“Attention having been called to 
the proposal in the city council to 
make a large grant towards the ex- 
penses of the. Eucharistic congress to 
be held in the city in September next, 
it is moved and resolved, 

“That the Presbytery expresses its 
disapproval of such use being made 
of public funds contributed by peo- 
ple of variois religious beliefs as 
not being likely to assist in main- 
taining the good understanding which 
ought to prevail between different 
sections of the community. They be- 
lieve that this will be best secured 
by each church providing from its 
own resources for the caprying out 
of the enterprise, which it considers 
to be in its own interests, while public 
moneys are expended for objects 
which will serve the interests of all.’

Spokane, March 2.—Five hundred 
Miners tonight continued digging by 
the glare of bon fires and torches in 
the search for those battered beneath 
forty feet of snow packed ice in the 
httle mining towns ot Burke and Mace, 
Idaho, with a population of 900 and 
300, respectively, the scene of the 
snuifing out of 25 lives by the death 
dealing avalanche on Monday morn 
ing. 

Earth from which had been taken 
millions of dollars of gold, silver, ana 
lead ore now buries dozens of men, 
who have worked it for the money.

The death list which 
included nineteen Yuhas resched 2 
today and it is believed that more 
will be found in the wrecked and 
splintered cabins which housed the 
families of the miners. : 

At Mace, where the first avalanche 
struck the sleeping town, I are 
known to be dead and eight are bad- 
ly injured. Sweeping down the moun 
tain side, the great mass of snow and 
earth crushed the cabins and smal! 
houses like an egg shell, burying the 
occupants in a tangled mass of logs 
snow and earth, 

Reports from the village say that 
not until the sun strikes the moun- 
tain of snow and wears it away will 
the list of dead be complete. So far 
thirty men, women and children have 
been rescued at Mace and the men 
are working desperately in shifts to 
succor those who possible might be 
alive, At Burke, where the second 
slide occurred a few hours after the 
one at Mace, five are known to be 
dead and two badly injured,

Mr. Knapp, after some time spent 
in exploring during which he travelled 
the whole extent of the Peace, fin- 
olly settled at Fort Vermillion, where, 
at that time, there were about one 
hundred settlers, mostly half-breeds. 
Mr. Knapp has been sucecessful in 
wheat growing. Last year ‘he hat 
thirty acres under crop which yielded 
him an average of twenty bushels to 
the acre. He had fielis of oats and 
barley which yielded as well as 
wheat. 

Room tor Numberless Settlers. 

“There is both timber and farm land 
about Fort Vermillion and any amount 
of room for settlers,” said Mr, Knapp 
to the Bulletin vest.rday. ‘All along 
the north side ©! the Peace for forty 
miles back from the Crossing there is 
fine agricultural land. ‘the proposed 
road aloong the north side of the river 
will open wp au inun.ose area for set- 
tlement, 

“More than anything else, the 
people of the north country need com- 
petition to the Hudsons Bay Co. in 
the matter of supplies. Prices asked 
are altogether: out of reason. Gener- 
ally speaking’ the company ‘looks to 
make from 100 to 150 per cent. profit 
on all stuff they sell.”

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CANADA TO SUPPL 
STATES WITH WHEAT 


James A. Patten Censures Extravag- 
ance of Americah Nation—Pre- 
dicts Grain Shortage in Five Years 
and Says U. 8. Must Look for 
Relief to West. 


New York, Mar, 2.—James A. Pat- 
ton, the Chicago wheat speculator ar- 
rived in New York today on his way 
to Europe. Mr. Patten discussed at 
length the economic conditions at pre- 
sent pervailing in the United States. 
He said; ‘‘We are an extravagant na- 
tion and throw away more food than 
would supp!y the tables of almost any 
other country. The wheat situation 
in this country so far as production is 
concerned, presents a serious ques- 
tion, I make the prediction that with- 
in five years the production will not 
equal the demand and that the peo- 
ple of this country as a result will zo 
to Washington und demand that the 
duty on wheat be taken off. They will 
get their request. ‘Where can we get 
our wheat then?” Mr. Patton was ask- 


ed. “From Canada” replied he. 
“From (Manitoba, Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan. That is an cmpire. It’s 


virgin soil will produce i€ necessary 
five hundred million bushels of wheat 
annually.” Questi°ned about the high 
cost of living, Mr. Patten said: ‘‘The 
cost of living will reenain high os long 
as we remain extrevagant. The high 
prices ate due chiefly to our wasteful- 
ness of living and until we curtail our 
living expenses there is no remedy 
for the present situation.”’
